More may 
be sought later if the government con- 
tinues to loge heavily in operation.

CHOCOLATE SIRUPS. 


Tis a nice art to make a sirup that 
will not crystallize after it has 
stood for a day or two; that is, a

The ice is only one of the concoc- 
tions in which a sirup is far and away 
better than plain sugar. A lemonade 
is smoother made with a sirup and it 
is a sugar economy to use sirups in all 
such drinks. A given amount of sugar 
made up into a sirup will not infre- 
quently go twice as far as the un- 
cooked sugar used in the same drink or 
ice. Sirups to finish cannot be re- 
placed by plain sugar in some mix- 
tures. 

Of the various sirups we can make 
for home drinks that rival those of the 
soda fountain perhaps none are s0 
easy to make and so altogether grati- 
fying as those of chocolate. Take the 
following two and note what variations 
we may work with them: 

Chocolate’ sirup I.—One ‘ounce of 


is as smooth as you can get it, lifting 
it from the fire when the liquid boils, 
and beating or stirring all the time. 
If not smooth, when it.seems too thick 
add a little more of the water, but do 
not pour in all the water until you 
have as smooth a mixture as possible, 
as it is harder to work out lumps when 
the mixture is thin. Finally, add the 
rest of the water and stir until it is 
worked in, then the two cups of sugar. 
Stir these off the stove until well blend- 
ed with the cholocate, and over the fire 
until the whole boils. After that cook 
for about three minutes; and strain. 
When cool, add the vanilla or other 
seasoning and put away-in covered 
glass.

P. S.—I am much impressed by all I have seen 
of the French general staff. They are very de- 
liberate, calm, and confident. There was a total 
absence of fuss ard confusion, and a determination 
to give only a just and proper value to any report- 
ed successes.

Situation on Aug. 18. 

Y discussion with the corps commanders 
was based upon the following brief appre- 
ciation of the situation on that day. This 
was as follows: “a 

“Between Tirlemont (to the east of Louvain) 
and Metz the enemy has some thirteen to fifteen 
army corps and seven cavalry divisions. A certain 
number of reserve troops are said to be engaged 
in the offensive of Liege, the forts of which place 
are believed to be still intact, although some of the 
enemy’s troops hold the town. 

“These German corps are in two main groups, 
seven to eight corps and four cavalry divisions be 
ing between Tirlemont and Givet. Six to seven 
corps and three cavalry divisions are in Belgian 
Luxemburg. 

“Of the northern group, it is believed that the 
greater part—perhaps five corps—are either north 
and west of the Meuse, or being pushed across 
by bridges at Huy and elsewhere. | 

“The general directions of the German advance 
is by Waremme on Tirlement. Two German cav- 
alry divisions which crossed the Meuse some days’ 
ago have reached.Gembloux, but have been driven 
back to Mount Arden by French cavalry supported 
by a mixed Belgian brigade. — 

“The German plans are still rather uncertain, 
but it is confidently believed that at least five army 
corps and two or three cavalry divisions will move 
against the French frontiers southwest, on a great 
line between Brussels and Givet. 

“The ist French corps is now at Dinant, one 
infantry and one cavalry brigade opposing the 
group of German corps south of the Meuse. 

“The 10th and 8d corps are on the Réthél-Thuin, 
south of the Sambre. The 18th corps is moving 
up on the left of the 10th and 34. i: 

“Six or seven reserve French divisions are in- 
trenched on a Jine reaching from Dunkirk on the 
coast, through Cambrai and La Capelle to Hirson. 
“The Belgian army is intrenched on a line run- 
ning northeast and southwest through Louvain.” 
My general instructions were then communicated 
to corps commanders as follows: 

“When our concentration is complete, it is in- 
tended that we should operate on the left of the 
French 5th army, the 18th corps being on our right. 
The French cavalry corps of three divisions will 
be on our left and in touch with the Belgians. 

“As a preliminary to this, we shall take up an 
area north of the Sambre, and on Monday the heads 
of the allied columns should be on the line Mons 
Givet, with the cavalry on.the outer flank.

greatly due the marked success which attended the 
operations of the cavalry during the battle of Mons 
and the subsequent retreat. 

At the time I pm writing, however, it would 
appear that the duty of collecting information and 
maintaining touch with an enemy in the field will 
in future fall entirely upon the air service, which 
will set the cavalry free for different but equally 
important work. 7 

At half-past 5 a. m. on the Zist I. received a 
visit from Gen. de Morionville, chief of staff to his 
majesty the king of the Belgians, who, with a small 
staff, was proceeding to Joffre’s headquarters. The 
general showed signs of the terrible ordeal through 
which he and his gallant army had passed since 
the enemy had so grossly violated Belgian terri- 
tory. He confirmed all the reports we had recetved ° 
concerning the situation generally, and added that 
the unsupported condition of the Belgian army ren- 
dered their position very precarious, and that the 
king had, therefore, determined to effect a re 
tirement on Antwerp, where they would be pre- 
pared to attack the flank of the enemy’s columns 
as they advanced. He told me he hoped to arrive 
at a complete understanding with the French com- 
mander in chief. 


Belgians Evacuate Brussels. 


N this day, Aug. 21, the Belgians evacuated 

Brussels and were retiring on Antwerp, and 

I received the following message from the 
government: “The Belgian government desire to 
assure the British and French governments of the 
unreserved support of the Belgian army on the left 
fiank of the allied armies with the whole of its 
troops and all available resources, wherever their 
line of communication with the base at Antwerp, 
where all their ammunition and food supplies are 
kept, is not in danger of being severed by large 
hostile forces. : 

“Within the above mentioned limits the allied 
armies may contiue to rely on the codperation of 
the Belgian troops. : | 

“Since the commencement of hostilities the field 
army has been holding the line Tirlemont—Jo- 
doigne—Hammemille—Louvain, where, up to Au- 
gust 18, it has been standing by, hoping for the ac- 
tive codperation of the allied army. : 

“On Aug. 18 it was decided that the Belgian 
army, consisting of 60,000 infantry rifles, 276. guns 
and 4,100 cavairy, should retreat on the Dyle. This 
step was taken owing to the fact that the support 
of the allies had not yet been effective, and, more- 
over, that the Belgian forces were menaced by 
three army corps and three cavalry divisions (the 


. greater part of the first army of the Meuse), who 


threatened to cut their communications with their 
base. 


‘Was So sorely tried at Liége, had similarly come to 


the conclusion, on Aug. 19, that the defense of the 
Dyle was becoming very dangerous, more especially 
in view of the turning movement of the Second 
Army corps and Second Cavairy division, it’ was 
definitely decided to retreat under the protection of 
the forts at Antwerp. 


“The general idea is now that the field army, in > nugey, Aug. 21, the British expeditionary force 


part or as a whole, should issue from Antwerp as 
soon as circumstances seem to favor such a move 
ment. | 

“In this event, the army will try to codperate 
in its movements with the allies as circumstances 
may, dictate.” — 

Exhaustive reconnaissances and intelligence re 
ports admitted of no doubt that the enemy was 
taking the fullest advantage of his violation of 
Belgian territory, and that he was protected to the 
right of his advance, at least as far west as Soig- 
nies and Nivelles, whence he was moving direct 
upon the British and French armies. 


In further proof that at this time no idea of 


retreat was in the minds of the leaders of the allied 


armies, I received late on Friday, the 2ist, Gen. 
Lanrezac’s orders to his troops. All his corps were 
in position south of the Sambre, and he was only 
waiting the development of a move by the Third 
.and Fourth French armies from the line Méziéres- 
Longwy to begin his own advante. : 

As regards our own troops, on the evening of the 
21st, thé cavalry, under Allenby, were holding the 
line of the Condé canal with four brigades. Two 
brigades of horse artillery were in reserve at Har- 
mignies. The Fifth cavalry brigade, under Chet- 
wode, composed of the Scots Greys, Twelfth Lan- 
cers, and Twentieth Hussars, were at Binche, in 
touch with the French. Reconnoitering squadrons 
and patrols were pushed out toward Soignies and 
Nivelles. 

I visited Allenby’s headquarters tn the afternoon 
of the 2ist, and discussed the situation with him. 
I told him on no account to commit the cavalry to 
any engagement of importance, but to draw off 
toward our left flank when pressed by the enemy’s 
columns, and there remain in readiness for action 
and reconnoitering well to the left. 

The First Army corps, under Sir Douglas Haig, 
was in cantonments to the north of Maubeuge, be- 
tween that place and Givry. The Second corps, 
under Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien, was to the north- 
west of Maubeuge, between that place and Sars-la- 
Buverie. The Nineteenth infantry brigade was 
concentrating at Valenciennes. 

Turning to our ally, the Sixth and Seventh 
French reserve divisions were entrenching them- 
selves on a line running from Dunkirk through 
Cambrai and La Capelle, to Hirson. The Fifth 
French army was on our right, the Eighteenth 
French corps being in immediate touch with the 
British army. Three divisions of French cavalry 
‘under Gen. Sordet, which hdd been operating in 
support of the Belgians, were falling back behind 
the Eighteenth corps for rest and refit. The Third 
and Fourth French armies, comprising eight and 
one-half corps, three cavalry divisions, and some 
reserve divisions, were between Méziéres and Long- 
wy. The French troops farther south had taken 
the offensive and marched into Alsace. Liege still 
held out. Namur was intact. The Belgians seemed 
secure behind the fortifications of Antwerp.

The Fall of Maubeuge, 

N the beginning of the war, Maubeuge, with 

20,000 inhabitants, belonged to the second class 

of French fortresses, which possessed a limited 
armament and which were destined to act as 


«Laon and Chalons. ‘It is also a junction of main 


roads from Valenciennes, Mons, 

The fortress has a circumference of about twenty 
miles. The forts, which le in open country, are 
mostly small. Shortly before the outbreak of the 
_ war the defenses of Maubeuge had been strength- 
ened to meet the increased effect of high explosives 
and various redoubts and batteries had been con- 
structed in addition to the above mentioned works. 


Mons, the capital of Hainaut, had a prewar popu-

lation of 28,000 inhabitants, and is situated on a . 


sand hill overlooking the Trovillon. It is the center. 


of the Bérinage, the chief coal mining district of . 


Belgium. Main roads from Brussels, Binche, 
Charleroi, Valenciennes, and Maubeuge have their 
meeting place here, while the railway from Paris 
to Brussels passes thr@ugh it. It is also the junc- 
tion point of the canal from Condé and the Canal 
"Du Centre, which connects the former with the 
Charleroi canal and Sambre. 

The strategical importance of Valenciennes, a 
town of: 32,000 inhabitants, is due to its being the 
meeting place of main roads from Cambrai, Lille, 
Tournail, , Condé, and Mons. It is also the junction 
point of the main lines from Paris Cambrai, 
Hirson, and the north. Its position on 

Scheldt has been already referred to. 


Ready to Meet Foe. 4 


AMBRAI (28,000 inhabitants), lying on the 
right bank of the Scheidt, which first be- 
comes navigable here, is the center of main 
roads from Peronne, Bapaume, Arsar, Daual, Valen- 
clennes, Baval, and Le Cateau. It is also impor- 
tant as being the junction point of railways from 
Paris to Valenciennes and from Dauai to St. Quen- 
tin. 
Le Cateau, where, as I have already said, I estab- 
lished my first general headquarters in France, is 
’ gituated on the Selle. Before the war its popula- 
tion numbered 10,700 and it possessed important 
woolen mills. It is the junction point of main roads 
connecting Valenciennes with St. Quentin and 
Cambrai with Le Nouvion. It also stands on the 
main line from Paris to Maubeuge, while single 
line railways connect it with Cambrai, Valenciennes, 
Quesnoy. 
out the area, they were good and ample. The 
principal roads from north to south are those from 
Condé, through Valenciennes, to Cambrai, Le 
Cateau, and Landrécies, and from Mons to Binche, 
to La Cateau via Bavail and to Landrécies through 
Maubeuge. Numerous second class roads afford 
good latera] communications between the above 
mentioned roads. 

Such, then, was the region in which, on the night 


found itself awaiting its first gPeat trial of strength 


with the enemy. That night we went to sleep 


in high hopes. The mobilization, transport, and 
concentration of the British army had been ef- 
fected without a hitch. The troops had not only 
been able to rest after their journey, but a few days 
had been available for practice marches and for 
overhauling equipment, The condition of the re 
servists, even those who had been longest away 
from the colors, was excellent and constantly im- 
The highest spirit pervaded all ranks, and the 
army with one accord longed to be at grips with 


the enemy. The cavalry had been pushed well to 


the front, and such engagements as had takeh 
place between detachments of larger or smaller 
patrols had foreshadowed that moral] superiority 
of British over German which was afterwards so 
completely established, and proved of such enor- 
mous value in the retreat, the battles of the Marne 
and the Aisne, and in the opening phases of the 


first battle of Ypres. The French troops had al-— 


ready secured minor successes and had penetrated 
into the enemy’s territory. The allied commanders 
were full of hope and confidence. 

At 5 a. m. on the 224 2 awoke, as I had lain 
down to sleep, in high hopes. No evil foreboding of 
coming events had visited me tn dreams; but it was 
not many hours later that the disillusionment be 
gan. I started by motor in the very early hours of 
a beautiful August morning to visit Gen. Lanrezac 
at his headquarters in the neighborhood of Philippe 
ville, 

Soon after entering the area of the Sth French 
army I found my motor stopped at successive 
crossroads by columns of infantry and artillery 
moving south. After several such delays on my 
journey, and before I had gone half the distance, 
I suddenly came up with Capt. Spiers of the 1ith 
Hussars, who was the liaison officer at Gen. Lan- 
rezac’s headquarters. 

¢ 

The “Air” of Retreat. 
is an atmosphere engendered by troops 
which is unmistakable to any one who has had 
much experience of war. It matters not whether 
such a movement is the result of a lost battle, an 
unsuccessful engagement, or is in the nature of a 
“strategic maneuver to the rear.” The fact that, 
whatever the reason may be, it means giving up 
ground to the enemy affects the spirits of the 
troops and manifests itself in the discontented, ap- 
prehensive expression which is seen on the faces 
of the men, and the tired, slovenly, unwilling gait 
which {nvariably characterizes troops subjected to 

this ordeal. 

‘This atmosphere surrounded me for some time 
before I met Spiers and before he had spoken « 
word. My optimistic visions of the night before 
had vanished, and what he told me did not tend 
to bring them back. He reported that the Guard 
and 7th German corps had since daybreak advanced 
on the Sambre in the neighborhood of Franiére and 
holding the river. The advanced troops had driven 
the Germans back; but he added that “ offensive 
action was contrary to Gen. Lanrezac’s plans” and 
that this had “annoyed him.” oi 
The 10th corps had had to fall back with éome 
joss, and was taking up ground known as the 
“ Rosse position,” on the south side of the Sambre. 
Spiers thought that the 10th corps had been 
knocked about a good deal. He gave me various 
items of information gleaned from the chief of 


intelligence of the French 6th army. These re- 
ports went to show that the German turning 
movement in Belgium was extending far toward 
the west, the right being kept weil forward, as 
though a powerful envelopment was designed. It 
was evident that the enemy was making some 
progress in his attempts to bridge and cross the 
Sambre all along the front of the 6th army. There 
appeared to be some difficulty in finding Gen. Lan- 
rezac, and therefore I decided to return at once to 
my headquarters at Le Cateau. 

I found there that our own intelligence had re- 
_ceived information which confirmed a good dea! of 
what I had heard in the morning. They thought 
that at least three German corps were advancing 
upon us, the most westerly having reached as far 
as Ath. 

The hopes and anticipations which I had felt 
underwent considerable modification from these 
experiences and events; but the climax of the day’s 
disappointment and disillusionment was not reached 
until.11 p. m., when the head of the French mili- 
tary mission at my headquarters; Col. Huguet, 
brought a French staff officer to me who had come 
direct from Gen. Lanrezac. This officer réported | 
the fighting of which Spiers had already informed 
me, and said that the French 10th corps had suf- 
fered very heavily. When thinking of our esti- 
mates of losses in those days it must be remem- 
bered that a dearly bought experience had not yet - 
opened our minds to the terrible toll which modern 
war exacts. 

The position of the Sth French army extended 
from Dinant, on the Meuse, just north of Fosse 
Charleroi-Thuin, back to Trélon—ebout five corps 
in all. Sordet’s cavalry corps had reported that 
probably three German corps were advancing on 
Brussels. 

The German line facing the Anglo-French army 
was thought to be, roughly, Soignies-Niyelles-Gem- 
bloux, and thence circling, to the north of the Sam- 
bre, around Namur. A strong column of German 
infantry was advancing on Charleroi from Fieurus 
about 3 p. m. on the 2ist. There had been heavy 
fighting at Tamines, on the Sambre, in which 
French troops had been worsted: Gen. Lanrezac 
was anxious to know if I would attack the flank of 
from the river. | 

In view of the most probable situation of the Ger- 
man army as it was known to both of us and the 
palpable intention of its commander to effect a 
great turning movement around my left flank, and 
having regard to the actual numbers of which I was 
able to dispose, it is very difficult to realize what 
was in Lanrezac’s mind when he made such a re 
quest to me.

“I am waiting for the dispositions arranged for 
me to be carried out, especially the posting of 
French cavalry corps on my left. I am. prepared 
to fulfill the role allotted to me when the 5th army 
advances to the attack. : 

“In the meantime I hold an advanced defensive 

position extending from Condé on the left, 
Mons to Erquelinnes, where I connect with two re 
serve divisions south of the Sambre. I am now 
much in advance of the line held by the th army, 
and feel my position to be as forward as circum- 
stances wifi allow, particularly in view of the fact 
that I am not properly prepared for offensive action 
until tomorrow morning, as I have previously in- 
formed you. > 

“I do not understand from your wire that the 
18th corps has yet been engaged, and they stand on 
my inner flank.” : 

I left my headquarters at 5 a. m. on Sunday, the 
234, and went to Sars-la-Bouverie (headquarters of 
the 2d corps), and there I met Haig, 
and Allenby.

THE ORNAMENTAL WINDOW. 
O wonder the world is in a cha- 
otic state; the old lady is put- 
ting on a new political dress! 
She’s casting off the old togas 
of kings and queens and assuming the 
manteau of democracy. Changing one’s 
style is no calm, trifling performance, 
let us say. Any woman who passed 
through the veer from wasp waist 
stays to straight fronts will recall 
deep emotions, not to mention mus- 
cle pains and aueer sensations. 

There is, for instance, the question 
of window shades. That they are 
mecessary we acknowledge; that they 
are usually ugly and horrid we know. 
But what have we done about that? 
Nothing. We have had buff colored 
shades, white ones and green wnes, 
and-there the matter ended. You take 
your choice and hate them all. If we 


had even taken the trouble to in- | 


quire we should have discovered the 
fact that years ago the Japanese used 
beautifully decorated window shades, 
and employ and utilize them now, for 
that matter. If cretonne and chinfz 
form satisfactory Window draperies 
why not incorporate these fabrics into 
the shade itself, and permit it to ful- 
fill a mission of beauty as well as a 
mission of usefulness? 

‘Bhe possibilities of this idea are 
many and inspiring. 

Instead of placing your design in 
the window draperies and your solid 
color in’ the shade, transpose the 
scheme All figured stuffs are best 
laid flat, if the design is worthy; there- 
fore is not the window shade the place 
for display rather than the shirred 
fabric that hides the window frame? 

If you are fearful of this innovation 
—and you should not be because it 
has been done with success—-you can 
try it out in hallway or small bed- 
‘room. We allow it is something that 
should not be accomplished casually, 
but which must be carefully @onsid- 
ered and as carefully executed. 

In an exce'lent design of glazed 
chintz, suitable for a window shade, 
you will discover a color formula that 
will work out happily. Also, such 
a shade is a neutralizing element in 
a mixed -period room, and if the fur- 
niture is of no special period at all, 
but just good comfortable American 
furniture (which is not to be scorned, 
by the way), it adds semblance of 


decoration that is of the cheer-o order,|| 


We have no compunctions now, or 
heart stings, when we shuffle up ma- 
hogary and painted stuff, willows and 
walnuts or what you will, for we have 
drifted far gway from the old system 
that kept an entire room in one lone- 
some key. All of- which makes, for 
individualistic expression rather than 
dupligation. It is rather gratifying to 
feel that one’s home it not like one’s 
neig r’s home. Yes? 

This new notion of window shades 
makes the window a sort of picture 
when the shade is drawn. For that 
reason it is perfectly correct and 
fitting to resurrect some fine piece 
& tapestry or. other fabric for which 
one has found no special use, but 
which is too beautiful to be tucked 
away, sight unseen. There are gor- 
geous heirlooms which might be 
ized in this manner, adding a bit of 
sentiment as well as color charm to 
a room that, otherwise, might be lack-

AMERICA AND THE TREATY. 


Is the treaty of Versailles the vestibule of umi- 
versal peace? 

There is very little to convince even the blind- 
@st optimist that it is—very ‘little in the treaty 
self, still less in the angry Europe from which 
Yae treaty is being born. No treaty that could 
emerge from the clashing interests, fears, and hates 
of that ancient household could be other than an 
imposition of force mitigated by expediency. 

The treaty of Versailles is the fertile seed plot. 
of future wars. It does not set up a stable equilib- 


rium but merely another balance of power, and 


‘balance of power is as inconstant as the growth of 

peoples and nations, the relative rates of their 
progress, the changeful moods of their spirit, the 
rise and decline of their ambitious purposes and 
their will to power. ; 

Even the advocates. of the Paris covenant for a 
league of nations do not claim for that new agency 
enough prestige and power to compel peace, and its 
intelligent adherents realize that it must live 
through a period of shock and strain from the tra- 
ditional conflicts of Europe, in the hope of mitigat- 
ing conditions and of gradually bringing about a 
habit of codperation and compromise which shall 
reduce occasions for if not abolish them. 

Meanwhile it is cledr that the readjustments, 
penalties, territorial transfers, economic and mili- 
tary strategies of the treaty have no finality and 
‘challenge the spirit of the powerful peoples waich 


have suffered by them. Wars are being fought at 


this moment as a result of them, and while we hope 
for a gradual stabilization of conditions throughout 
Europe under the pressure of. the urgent need for 
food and restoration, the inherent conflicts will 
remain and, in due time, will break out again. 

_ It is significant tHat in spite of the fact that rad- 
icals and éven liberals have begun to deprecate the 
terms of peace as being too drastic there is an- 
nouncement that an assurance is asked by France 
of Great Britain and ourselves that we will come 
to her aid again if Germany attacks her. _ The 
French at best, then, are not taking the treaty for 
@ guaranty of peace. 

The American people and their rey ~esentative in 
this juncture, the senate, would do well to take a 
leaf from the French book of candor, caution, and 
foresight. The tréaty, in all human probability, 
prepares wars for the future. If we are wise we | 
shall not guarantee to fight them. We may have 


~ to, but let us keep reasonably free to make the de- 


cision when the time comes. The proposal, report- 


‘ed, for an alliance with England and France to 


defend-the latter if attacked seems to THE TRIBUNE 
a commitment we ‘should consider very carefully 
before making. ‘ The chances are that our interest 
as well as our sympathies would lie that way. But 
can we bécertain of that.now? Such a treaty, non- 
reciprocal and, in our case, unnecessary, would be 


_exactly one of those entanglements against which 


Washington warped us. | 

But whatever we may do with the treaty of Ver- 
sailles in the way of amendment or reservations, 
we may be sure that it is no substitute for the law 
of self-preservation but that, on the contrary, it has 
Intensified our need for adequate and ever ready 


- defense. Americans are more conscious today than | 


ever in their history of the possibilities of our inter: | 
national contacts, and while we are still anxious 


to minimize them we know now tbat we cannot 


wholly insulate ourselves. With that knowledge 
we ought also to realize that we cannot afford to 
go Gefenseless into a future over whose horizon 


‘ glready gather clouds prophetic of coming storms.

Cost of construction has been steadily increasing 
in the last twenty years and it has been the record 
of builders that each delay in the hope of better 
prices has resulted in added cost to the projected 
improvement. As an example of deferred construc- 
tion, F. T. Miller of the national department of 
labor, public works bureau, tells of the New York 


circular court house which was projected several 


years before the war at a cost of $7;000,000. After 
much delay, part of which was occasioned by the 
war, the proposition was abandoned because it was 
discovered that it would cost between $16,000,000 
and $18,000,000 to finish the job. 

Restoration of general industria] confidence is 
based largely on constructions There is a big gap 
between the building operations of four years ago 


{and of today. That gap must be filled and business 


is waiting for it. Labor costs have been sent up- 
wards by the increased complexity of life, and it 
is far from certain that these matters will ever 
again seek their old level. Money used in construc- 
tion is the life blood of commerce. Money so in- 
vested circulates through the country ten times in 
twelve months, but remains in the state always in 
active circulation. 

The postponement of cofstruction, public and pri- 
vate, only can defer prosperity. Illinois’ road pro- 
gram should be pushed rapidly as an example and 
a guide to smaller and private enterprises. Whether 
the state builds a cement plant or not for the pur- 
pose of bettering materials prices it is necessary to 
go forward with the work. In the matter of roads 
alone each day's’ delay is one more day’s damage 
d the highway traffic of the state. It is very 
doubtful if it is worth while to dicker over mate- 
rials while wearing out vehicles. 

It is ‘the part of wisdom to keep a sharp eye out 
for profiteering; but it must be borne in mind that 
while it may be unfortunate to have left the barn 
open it is good sense to lock it before another horse 
is stolen. If we hesitate for fear.of profiteers we 
may find that prices have popped up all about us. 
General commodities have advanced 113 per cent 
since the beginning of the war. Structural mate- 
rials have advanced only 84 per cent, according to 
the public works bureau of the department of 
labor. Thus the pre-war dollar will buy more in 
the field of construction than the average. 

Nothing is certain in world economics. But we 
may be certain that our war debt will not be paid 
until the nation is back on its construction pro- 
gram. Those who have construction in mind, but 
who are delaying in hope of cheaper materials 
brought about by a fluent market, will find them: 
selves disappointed. The advance in the price of 
materials has taken place in the face of declining 
demand since all building was halted in the fall of 
1918. It is not to be supposed there will be a de- 
cline in the face of a sudden and growing demand. 
We urge construction of every sort. We are glad 
to see that a part of the state road program will 
goon be under way. We believe the remainder of 
the program should be pressed. é ;

Commonly a commission is appointed to 
study the need. This commission begins 
by investigating the amount of illness 
and its cost, how many of the sick are 
cared for by charity, by physicians with- 
pay, by the county, how many pay 
what they get, and how much and 
how many receive no care at all. As a 
rule, this is the principal directior of the 
inquiry.

As I write I have before me the report 
ef the Ohio health and old age insur- 
ance commission. This commission made 
the following special investigations: |. 

1. Examination of establishment of 
mutual benefit societies to learn the ex- 
tent of this form of insurance and the 
extent and severity of sickness. . 

2. Collection and tabulation of statis- 
ties relating to the extent of fratemal 
sickness insurance and of trade union 
sick benefit funds. 

3. A study of the methods of care of 
the aged in county infirmaries and in 
private homes for the aged, including 
statistics on the causes of dependency. 

4. A house to house study in the city 


| of Hamilton to determine the extent of 


old age, unemployment,.and dependency, 
and the economic condition among people 
over 60 years of age. | 

5. A study of child welfare and chil- 
dren's homes, both public and private, 
to determine the extent and character of 
health care. | 

6. A study of health hazards in mining 
and of the provision for health protec- 
tion in mining districts, which was made 
in codperation with the state department 
of health. 


As a result of the studies the conclu- 
sion arrived at was that conditions are 
bad. Some features of the report were 
not to by four of the Ohio com- 
mission. One did not agree that com- 
pulsory health insurance was a proper 
remedy, two objected to the proposal to 
distrtibute the cost equally between em- 
ployers and employés, and one objected 
to that part of the report dealing with 
old age. | a 

So far as the record shows the com- 
mission was unanimous in the opinion 
that health conditions were bad; they 
only began to disagree when the ques- 
tion was as to the remedy. 

Here are a few quotations as to the 
situation : 

“ Statistics of child vitality disclose 
an unsatisfactory condition. The death 
rate of infants under 1 year of age is 
high, being from 9% per cent to 10 per 
cent of all babies born. The children 
who do not die appear to be growing up 
with far too many defects which may 
develop into the disabilities of later life. 
Fully 60 per cént of the causes for re- 
jection by the first draft boards (32.2 of 
the Ohio men examined were rejected) 
could have been prevented in childhood.

The thirty-sixth convention of the 
National Federation of Labor receded 
from its original position to the extent 
that they provided for an investigation 
of the subject. 

The employers of labor through their 
every organization oppose it,'as they 
have done in each European, country 
where health insurance has been in- 
augurated. They contend that there is 
no logical reason why they should pay) 
for health insurance; that it is a com- 
munity burden and should be borne by 
the community. They admit that the 
cost to them would be transferred to 
the price of the product and that tie 
consumer would pay, bet they say to 
do so would require time and necessi- 
tate difficult adjustments, They might 
not oppose it if it legally could be a 
national measure, but its. gradual adop- 
tion by the states would made adjust- 
ments exceedingly difficult. ’ 


The insurance companies doing sick- 
ness and burial business-oppose it, be- 
cause they say it makes the state their 
competitor. The fraternals and; in some 
measure, the benevolent features of cer- 
tain labor unions are in accord’ with 
this position of the insurance companies. 
So apparent ts the menace to the insur- 
ance companies that it is agsumied that 
they are irreconcilably hostile, and the 
personnel of the commissions do not in- 
clude representatives of the insurance 
people. . 

When war risk insurance was proposed 
there was a little fear that it might nat 
‘be supported by life insurance companies 
on the ground that it made the federal 
government their competitor. However, 
no such opposition developed, but, on the 
other hand, the companies supported the 
government. It will be interesting to 
learn the final conclusion of the insur- 
ance companies as to the effect on busi- 
ness of war risk insurance. Such con- 
clusion will be valuable to the sickness 
insurance companies in deciding their 
attitude toward health insurance. 

The organized medical profession al- 
ways opposes health insurance. It affects 
them more professionally than other 
groups except the insurance companies. 
Although willing enough to admit that 
the economig position of the rank and 
file of their members is bad, they are 
timid about making the plunge. The 
information is that the economic condi- 
tion of the British profession was im- 
proved by health insurance.

T the year's close a wise business 
man takes an inventory of his 
assets and liabilities. If we are 
to prescribe a remedy, we must 


| have a true statement of our condi- 


tions. We are all shareholders in that 
great enterprise, the United States of 
America. We just compieted a very 
successful season. Let us then hold 
a shareholder's meeting, wherein we 
discuss freely and frankly what can be 
done and what ought to be done to pro- 
vide for the future. 

What are the assets of the United 
States of America? is 

We have nearly 2,000,009,000 acres 
of land, of which only one acre in seven 
is under cultivation, and of which 
there are still 225,000,000 acres in the 
hands of the government. 

We have a larger proportion of fertile 
land in the United States than any 
other country has on the face of the 
earth. 

We have 265,000 miles of railroads. 
5,000 miles more of railroad than we 
have of hard surfaced or graveled 
roads in the United States. In other 
words, private capital for profit has 
built roadbeds and put on cars and 
laid steel rails in this United States 
a distance sufficient to go around the 
world ten times and then cross our 
own country six times. 

We have 4,231,000,000,000 tons of un- 
mined coal in the United States and 
Alaska. Canada cdmes second with 
1,361,000,000,000 tons; China third, with 
1,097,000,000,000 tons, and Germany did 
have 407,000,000,000. tons, but the un- 
mined coal in all the countries of the 
world outside our @wn amounts to but 
3,652,000,000,000 tons. 

The geological survey assures us that 
the waters of the United States, by 
their natural flow, exclusive of dams, 
can produce 28,000,000 horse power at a 
minimum, of which 40 per cent Is

We produced in 1917, 335,000,000 bar- 
rels of petroleum, which is 61 per cent 
of all the petroleum in the world. 


N 1810 we produced 50,000 tons

tons. In 1900, 24,000,000 tons, and 
in 1915, 30,000,000 tons. The total
